I, In reſpett to finances, or money-matters : 
1. We have determined to publiſh annually a very

2. A full account of the affairs of Kingswood- 
ſchool. | 

3- That all bills for the ſupport of. Travelling- 
Preachers, and their families, in reſpect to deficiencies, 
houſe-rent, fire, candles, ſickneſs, travelling-expences, 
and all other matters of a temporal kind for their 
ſupport, for which the circuits cannot provide, ſhall 
firſt meet with the approbation of the quarterly- 
meeting, and be ſigned by the general ſteward of the 
circuit, before they can be brought to the diſtrict- 
committee, 

II. In reſpect to all other temporal matters: 

1, It has been determined that no circuits ſhall be 
divided, till ſuch diviſion has been approved of by 
their reſpective quarter- meetings, and ſigned by the 


2, That no other temporal matter ſhall be tranſacted 
by the diſtrict-committees, till the approbation of the 
reſpettive quarterly-meetings be firſt given, ſigned by 
the circuit Stewards, 


III. In reſpett to the receiving and excluding 
private members of Society: 

1. The Leaders'-meeting ſhall have a right to de- 
clare any perſon on trial, improper to be received into 
the ſociety : and after ſuch declaration the ſuperinten- 
dent ſhall not admit ſuch perſon into the Society, 

2, No perſon ſhall be expelled from the Society for 
immorality, till ſuch immorality be proved at a Lea- 
ders*' meeting. | 

IV. In reſpe& to the appointment and removal of 
Leaders, Stewards, and Local-preachers, and concern- 
ing meetings: | | 

1. No perſon ſhall be appointed a Leader or Steward, 
or be removed from his office, but in conjunction with 
the Leaders'-meeting : the nomination to be in the 
luperintendent, and the approbation or diſapprobation 
in the Leaders'-meeting.

2. The former rule concerning Local-preachers is 
confirmed: viz. That no perſon ſhall receive a plan 
as a Local-preacher without the approbation of a Local- 
preachers meeting. | | 
g. In compliance with a requeſt made by the com- 
mittee of perſons from various parts, namely, “ That 
the Conference be requeſted to re-conſider and reviſe 
thoſe rules, which: * to the calling of meetings, 
and appointing local-preachers, made laſt year,“ we 
ſay, No local-preacher ſhall be permitted to preach 
in any other circuit than his own, without producing 
a recommendation from the ſuperintendent of the 
circuit in which he lives; nor ſuffer any invitation to 
be admitted as a plea; but from men in office, who 
att in conjunction with the ſuperintendent of that 
circuit which be viſits.” The deſign of this rule is 
to prevent any, under the character of local-preachers, 
from burdening the people, either by collecting money, 
or by living upon them; and to prevent improper 
perſons, who bear' no part of the expence, from in- 
viting local preachers thus to viſit them. But it never 
was intended to reflect the leaſt difreſpe&t on any of 
our worthy brethren, the local-preachers, who, conſi- 
dered as a body, we greatly reſpet. And it ſhould 
not be loſt fight of, that ſeveral of the moſt reſpectable 
lacal-preachers in the kingdom, who were in the 
committee which met the committee of Preachers ap- 
pointed by the Conference, declared their high ap- 
probation of the rule, and defired that it might be 
ſtrengthened as much as poſſible, as none could juſtly 
complain of 1t. ee 
F 4. As the committee above-mentioned requeſted alſo, 
that the Minutes of the laſt Conference concerning 
the calling of meetings to conſider of the affairs of 
the ſociety or connection, be explained: And as we 
are excecdingly deſirous of preſerving the peace and 
union of the whole body; we have agreed upon the 
following explanation: viz, 
(1.) As the Leaders' meeting is the proper meeting 
for the Society, and the quarterly meeting for the 
circuit, we think that other formal meetings, in gene- 
ral, would be contrary to the Methodiſt economy, and 
very prejudicial in their conſequences : But, | 
| {2.) In order to be as tender as poſſible, conſiſtently 
with What we belicve to be eſſential to the welfare 
: of 
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af our Societies, we allow, that other formal meetings 
may be held, if they firſt receive the approbation of 
the Superintendent, and the Leaders“ or Quarterly 
meeting; provided alſo, that the Superintendent, if 
he pleaſe, be preſent at every ſuch meeting, | 

V. We have ſelected all our ancient rules, which 
were made before the death of our late venerable Fa- 
ther in the Goſpel, the Rev. Mr. Weſley, which are 
ellential rules, or prudential at this preſent time; and 
have ſolemnly ſigned them, declaring our approbation 
of them, and determination to comply with them; one 
Jingle preacher. excepted, * who in conſequenee with- 
drew from us, 

VI. We have determined, that all the Rules, 
which relate to the Societies, Leaders, Stewards, Local- 
Preachers, Truſtees and Quarterly meetings, : ſhall be 
publiſhed with the Rules ofthe: Society, for the benefit 
and convenience of all the members. 

VII. In reſpect to all new roles, which ſhalt be 
made by the Conference, 

It is determined, that if at any time the Conference 
ſee it neceſſary to make 2ny new rule for the Societies 
zt large, and ſuch rule ſhould be objected to at the firſt 
quarterly meeting in any given circuit: and if the 

major part of that mecting, in conjunction with the 
Preachers, be of opinion, that the enforcing of fuch 
.rule in that circuit will be injurious to the proſperity 
of that circuit; it ſhall not be enforced in oppoſition 
to the judgment of ſuch quarterly meeting betore the 
ſecond Conference. But if the rule be confirmed by 
the ſecond Conference, it ſhall be binding to the whole 
.connection. Nevertheleſs, the quarterly meetings re- 
jecting a new rule, {hall not by publications, puolit 
meetiugs, or otherwiſe, make that rule a cauſe of con- 
tention ; but ſhall ſtrive by every means to prelerve the 

ace of the connexion. 

Thus, brethren, we have given up the greateſt part 
of our executive government into your hands, as re- 

reſented in your different pubiꝭc meetings. 

(1.) We have delivered the whole of dur yeatly 
collettion to your management. For we know by ex- 
perience, that the bills of the quarterly meetings, if 
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only were juftice be done to the preachers and their 
families, will amount to much more than the yearly 
collection. The Conference will in this buſineſs have 
no authority whatſoever. They will have nothing but 
the trouble of recciving the money, and paying the bills 
which ſhall have been ſent to them from the quarterly 


meetings, and been approved of by the diſtrit com- 


mittees, And when the accounts are publiſhed by the 
Conference, every quarterly meeting may compare 
its own accounts with thoſe, of the Conference, and 
thereby have as complete a check as the nature of 
things can poſſibly admit of. | | 
The Contercnce has reſerved to itſelf the manages 


ment of its own book-concerns, This is moſt rea- 


ſonable: as the inſtitution was eſtabliſhed for the 


carrying on of the work of God under the direftion 


of Mr, Weſley and the Conference: was continued, 
by the deed or codicil of Mr, Weſley's will, for the 
uſe of the Conference: as the whole burden of the 
management of the buſineſs lies upon the Conference 
and the ſervants they employ, and on the Superin- 
tendents of circuits: and alſo, as it is the only fund 


which can ſupply any deficiencies of the yearly cole 


l:Ztion, as the accounts publiſhed in our Minutes for 


leveral years paſt clearly evidence, the yearly col- 


lection having not been nearly ſufficient for the wants 
of the preachers and families, and for the carrying on 
of the work of God in general. 

(2.) The whole management of our temporal con- 
cerns may now be truly ſaid to be inveſted in the 
quarterly meetings, the diſtrict meetings having no- 


thing left them but a negative, 


(3.) Our ſocieties have a full check on the Superin- 
tendent by the means of their Leaders' meeting, in 
regard to the introduction of perſons into Society; 
whilſt the Superintendent has ſufficient ſcope allowed 
him for the increaſe of the Societies, not only accord- 
ing to the common courſe of things, but at the times 
of remarkable out-pourings of the Spirit of God. 

(4.) The membe1s oß our Societies are delivered from 
every apprehenſion of clandeſtine expulſions; as that 
Superintendent would be bold indeed, who would 
act with partiality or injuſti.e in the preſence of the 
whole meeting of Leaders, Such a Superintendent, 
we truſt, we have not among us: and If ſuch there 

ever 


E 

ever ſhould be, we ſhould be ready to do all poſſible 
juſtice to our \njurgg brethren. | 2 

(5.) There is now no Society- officer among us, who-. 
can be received without the conſent of that meeting, 
to which he particularly belongs: nor can any officer 
de appointed, except upon the ſame plan. ; 

(6.) In order to prevent any degree of precipitation 
in making of new rules, and to obtain information 
of the ſentiments of our people on every ſuch rule, 
we have agreed to the article mentioned under the 7th 
head, by which no regulations will be finally con- 
firmed, till after a year's conſideration, and the know- 
ledge of the ſentiments of the connection at large, 


through the medium of all their public officers, 


In ſnort, brethren, out of our great love for peace 
and union, and our great deſire to ſatisfy your minds, 
we have given up to you far the greateſt part of the 
Superintendent's authority: and, if we confider, that 
the quarterly meetings are the ſources, from whence 
all temporal regulations, during the intervals of the 
Conference, muſt now originally ſpring : and alſo 
that the committee formed according to the plan of 

acification can in evcry inſtance, in which the 
Mruſtees, Leaders, and Stewards choofe to interfere 
reſpecting the gifts, doftrines, or moral character of 
Preachers, ſuperſede in a great meaſure the regular 
diſtrict-committees; we may, taking all theſe things 
into our view, truly fay, that ſuch have been the 
ſacrifices we have made, that our diſtrict-committees 
themlelves have hardly any authority remaining, but 
a bare negative in general, and the appointment of a 
repreſentative to aſſiſt in drawing up the rough draught 
of the ſtations of the Preachers, And beſides all this, 
we have given the quarterly meetings opportunities 
of conſidering every new law, of ſuſpending the exe- 
cution of it for a year in their reſpective circuits, and 
of {ending their ſentiments on it to the Conference, 
before it be finally confirmed, | | 

We have repreſented theſe meaſures which we have 
taken for your latisfaction, in as conciſe a manner as 
we. well could, giving you the ſenſe of the whole, 
not only for brevity's ſake, but for expedition, that 
you may be informed of the general heads of our 
proceedings as ſoon as poſſible. In the regulations

3. That no Chairman may have ab to complain of 
the want of power; in caſes which (according to his 
DV judgment) cannot be ſettled in the ordinary Diſtrict- meet-

Committee, who ſhall have equal authority to vote, and

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II. As to DLZ AES; the Conference having matureby 
conſidered the ſubject, are thoroughly perſuaded, with 
many of our Societies, whole letters have been read in 
full Conference, that they cannot admit any but regular. 
Travelling Preachers into their Body, either in the Con- 
ference, or Diſtrict-Meetings, and preſerve the Syſtem of 
Methodiſm entire, particularly the Itinerant Plan, which 
they are determined to ſupport. But let it be well obſerv- 
ed, that in explaining their Minutes, it was fully and ex- 
plicitly underſtood, that, if there be any accuſation againſt 
a Preacher, or any difncult affair to ſettle, not only the 
Circuit, or Town Steward, but any Leader, or even 
Member of the Society, ſhall be admitted as evidence, to 
the Diſtrict- meeting; provided the matter has been firſt 
heard at a Quarterly-meeting. 


III. With regard to PrREAcCHEeRs: 
1. Before any Superintendent propole a Preacher to the 


Conference, as proper to be admitted on trial, ſuch Preach- 


er muſt not only be approved of at the Max CH Quarter- 
ly-meeting, but muſt have read and ſigned the General 
Minutes, as fully approving of them. Nor muſt any one 
ſuppoſe, or pretend to think, that the converſations Which 
have been on any of theſe Minutes were intended fo to 
qualify them, as in the leaſt to affect the Spirit and Deſign

2, No Local Preacher ſhall keep Love-feaſts without 
the conſent of the Superintendent, nor in any wiſe inter- 
fere with his buſineſs. Let every one keep in his own.

Very dear Brethren, 
Y ouk Addreſs afforded us very great ſatisfaction: but we 


are more particularly thankful to our common Lord, 


on the information with which you have favoured us, of 
your perfect union and concord. Certainly, there is no- 
thing upon earth which diſplays more of the reſemblance 


of Heaven, than a numerous Aſſembly of Chriſtian Mi- 


niſters, conferring for weeks together, and converſing of 
Gop and the intereſts of his Church, in the ſpirit of peace 
and love, which 1s the Spirit of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 

You are at preſent mdulged with a privilege, of which 
ſeveral of the nations of Europe are deſtitute, You en- 
Joy, as a nation, in a great meaſure, external peace. my 
you improve this bleſſing by redoubled diligence in ſpread- 
ing the ſacred truths of Chriſtianity, and thereby bleſſing 
your Continent for ages to come! 


Our Conference has been wonderfully overſhadowed by

\ E are exceedingly happy that the ſeaſon is again

nation we were not unacquainted with; and we bleſs

indeed hac, reaſon to expect a great diminution in the 
numbers in your Societies; but have been agrecably 
ſarpriſed to find that you have an increaſe of fome 
hundreds. - This is the Lord's doing, and it is marvel- 
lous in our eyes! Only go on upon the ſimple Plan 
of Methodiſm, and our gracious Lord wall be with 
you in the fire and the water, and make you in 
all things more than conquerors. 


We certainly ſhould be very glad to make recipro- 


cal exchanges of Preachers between the two Kingdoms, 
if it could be admitted by the circumſtances of things;

We thank you for ſympathiling with us on account 
of the contentions which have ſo injured our connex- 
ion. But the Lord has been with us, and has over-ruled 
all for the beſt, A diviſion has taken place; but in the 
gentleſt manner we could expect, only three travelling 
1 having left us! We ſhall loſe all the turbu- 
nt diſturbers of our Zion,—all who have embraced 
the ſentiments of Payne, and place a great part of 
their religion in contending for (what they call) li- 
berty.
